Tomorrow's Champions, text and litho¬ 
graphs by C. W. Anderson. (The Mac¬ 
millan Company, $10.00; pp. 80.) For a 
decade the lithographs and drawings of C. 
W. Anderson have been known and en¬ 
joyed almost everywhere in America where 
people are interested in racehorses. Besides 
the do 2 en books turned out completely by 
this artist and author his illustrations have 
appeared in many national publications. 
Tomorrow’s Champion from an artistic 
point of view is by far the best job Mr. An¬ 
derson ever has done. His lithographs are 
beautiful and "alive.” The horses of all 
ages in rhis latest effort are relaxed and 
real. Tomorrow’s Champion, as the name 
suggests, is a story of young horses. Mr. 
Anderson’s pictures and comment carry 
the reader from foaling time to first race. 
Accurare in its technical aspects, as are all 
the Anderson works, the book will appeal 
to one and all interested in The Horse. 

Call Me Horse, edited by Tom R. Un¬ 
derwood and John I. Day. Illustrated by 
Leonard A. Romagna. (Coward-McCann, 
Inc., $2.00; pp. 117.) This is a pocket- 
size edition of horse jokes for all occasions, 
and yarns from its pages will, in all prob¬ 
ability, enliven the columns of our nation’s 
leading sports writers for years to come.

Whirlaway, The Story of a Racehorse, 
by Bert Clark Thayer. (Duell, Sloan 
and Pearce, $3.50; pp. 103; ill. 140.) Bert 
Clark Thayer’s reputation as a photogra¬ 
pher of Thoroughbreds is nationwide, so 
it is natural that this author’s story of 
Whirlaway is a collection of fine pictures 
more than a literary effort. Pictorially, the 
life of Little Mister Longtail is beautifully 
and interestingly told. 

The book illustrates the career of the 
Thoroughbred from time of foaling to re¬ 
tirement to the stud. 

The only complaint could be that the 
offset medium used for reproduction dulls 
to a certain extent the splendid work of the 
photographer whose latest work stacks up 
well beside his August in Saratoga, and 
Beautiful Hialeah. 

Be a Better Horseman, an "illustrated 
guide to modern riding,” by Capt. Vladi¬ 
mir S. Littauer, with 230 photographs 
by Bert Clark Thayer. (Duell, Sloan and 
Pearce, $7.50; pp. 250.) This is a book 
radically different from any heretofore 
published on the widespread art of riding. 
It is simple in its teaching, interesting 
throughout, complete in its scope, and 
adapted to horsemen and would-be horse¬ 
men (and women) of all ages. The novelty 
of the book rests in its being, for all prac¬ 
tical purposes, a reporting of a series of 
conversations between teacher and pupil, 
wherein all phases of the equestrian art are 
considered by question and direct answer. 
The book is generously illustrated by the 
famous Bert Clark Thayer photographs 
which graphically demonstrate the points 
under discussion to such an extent that 
captions are unnecessary. 

Horses, by Edwin Megargee. (Julian 
Messner, Inc., $10.00; pp. 64.) Thirty 
years ago little Ed Megargee was sent to 
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the principal’s office for drawing horses 
when he should have been memorizing his 
multiplication tables. He was drawing 
horses as long before that as he can remem¬ 
ber and has been putting them on paper 
and stone ever since. 

The work is beautifully gotten up, elabo¬ 
rately lithographed in color, and contains 
Megargee’s interpretations of most of the 
equine breeds. They are colorful and virile. 
His action sketches are life-like and satisfy¬ 
ing. Beside the illustrations the artist de¬ 
scribes the physical characteristics and pur¬ 
poses of each breed. The whole presents a 
comprehensive picture of the Horse in 
America as seen and portrayed by a capable 
and talented observer. 

Broodmare Shipments 

The Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion will handle group co-operative ship¬ 
ments of breeding stock from Maryland to 
Kenmcky in 1947 as it has for the past sev¬ 
eral years. It is planned to ship an express 
car load from Timonium to Lexington soon 
after January 1. A number of reservations 
for this shipment have already been made. 
If you have any mares you wish sent down, 
please advise the Field Secretary at 1 Dixie 
Drive, Towson 4, Maryland, stating how 
many mares you wish to send, and whether 
they are in foal or barren. Non-members 
may use this facility if there is room to 
handle their horses after the requirements 
of members are taken care of. A second 
shipment later in the season is also planned. 

Attention is drawn to the fact that when 
mares are sent out of the state to foal the 
produce loses its eligibility to the Maryland- 
bred bonus payments (in 1946 breeders 
awards totalled over $40,000) and also to 
the Maryland Breeders’ Stakes Series, 
which, after 1947, will be annually worth 
$30,000. It is quite feasible to have mares 
foal in Maryland and to ship them away 
with their foals later for breeding. The 
Breeders’ Association will be glad to assist 
in arranging any such shipments.

Putting the “Bite" on Pimlico 


As we go to press comes word that C. 
Markland Kelly, President of the Baltimore 
City Council, has offered an ordinance for 
the consideration of that body whereby 
Pimlico would be taxed 5 % in addition to 
the regular 10% ’ take * on all bets for the 
benefit of the City of Baltimore. Ad¬ 
mittedly the city does supply a lot more 
service to Pimlico than does Baltimore 
County, which has been enjoying a rake- 
off amounting to $75,000 a year for a great 
many years from the race track. This fact, 
however, does not by any means justify a 
course such as Mr. Kelly proposes. Nor 
does that gentleman consider at all what 
has happened in New York City, where 
Mayor O’Dwyer put a similar "bite” on 
the horse players. Disturbing is the thought 
of the possible consequences were such an 
ordinance to be passed. Besides the in¬ 
evitable effect on Pimlico, what a nice prec¬ 
edent would be set for the town of Havre 
de Grace, or the counties of Anne Arundel, 
wherein is located Laurel, or Prince George, 
where Bowie lies. Pimlico has made an¬ 
swer to Mr. Kelly, and that answer we 
print herewith: 

"The Power to Tax is the Power to 
Destroy!" 

Strange as it seems, this truism is often forgotten, as 
in the present proposal of the Baltimore City Council 
to impose an additional 5 % tax upon the mutuel play 
at Pimlico. The loss to the Maryland Jockey Club 
will be so great that it will not be able to operate 
except on an impoverished basis, if at all, and the 
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standard of racing, the mutuel play, and the attend¬ 
ance will all collapse to the serious loss of the State 
and Pimlico. 

The seeming simplicity of the argument advanced 
for the adoption of Ordinance 1223 is deceiving. 

It is stated that such a tax would be deducted only 
from the winnings, would have no effect on the losers 
and would cost the State and race tracks nothing. 

The truth of the matter that everybody, particularly 
the public, the State, and the tracks, will lose, has 
been dramatically proven in the racing season just 
concluded in New York, where such an additional 
5% tax was adopted. Prior to the additional tax in 
New York, popularly called the "O’Dwyer Bite," 
the total take was the established and recognized 
amount of 10%. The total with the "O’Dwyer Bite” 
is now 15%, exactly that proposed by Ordinance 1223 
in the Baltimore City Council. 

Actual figures show that the betting in New York 
during the year 1946 fell 22% below the amount 
wagered in 1945. The 1946 Saratoga Meeting at 
Saratoga has been eliminated in all calculations of 
percentages in order to give a conservative and fac¬ 
tual comparison of racing in New York City between 
1945 and 1946. 

Similarly, the attendance at the New York tracks 
dropped 10% in 1946 as compared with 1945. It 
might be argued that this was the natural result of 
the end of the war years and the easy-money days 
if it were not for the fact that in other bordering 
states where the total take does not exceed 10% both 
betting and attendance increased. If such a fall in 
betting and attendance occurred in New York City 
with its enormous metropolitan area, its huge transient 
population and its inexhaustible wealth and resources, 
what can be expected to happen in Baltimore? 

Money that otherwise would have been wagered 
in New York this year was bet with the bookmakers 
operating illegally on and off the New York tracks, 
or went to the tracks adjacent to New York. In fact, 
the smart money in New York was placed with book¬ 
makers who laughingly recomputed the official track 
pay-off prices and rebated to their customers the 5% 
"O’Dwyer Bite.” 
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Certainly Baltimore is not free from bookmakers, 
and if the City’s 5% is super-added to the present 
10% mutuel take, the same thing may be expected to 
occur here. The patrons of Pimlico will unquestion¬ 
ably do their betting with the local bookmakers or 
go to race meetings in neighboring states, where 
the legislators have realized that 10% is all the traffic 
will bear. Actually they will not have long to wait 
or far to go—at nearby Laurel, Havre de Grace and 
Bowie there will be no discriminatory 5% tax to take 
an additional 10c out of every two dollars they bet. 

To say that such a tax would cost Pimlico and the 
State nothing can be shown to be wrong. The prin¬ 
cipal sources of the gross revenue of a racing associa¬ 
tion are its share of the money bet and the receipts 
from attendance. 

If it is assumed that the extra 5% tax to Baltimore 
City had been in effect during 1946, then based on 
what happened in New York this year, the betting 
at Pimlico in 1946 would have declined S6,825,937. 
A decrease in attendance, based on a 10% decrease 
suffered in New York this year, would have meant 
that 44,020 fewer people would have attended the 
races at Pimlico in 1946. 

In actual dollars and cents loss to Pimlico using 
the foregoing figures, the income from betting would 
have dropped $409,556.00, and income from gate 
receipts would have been $54,144.00 less for a total 
loss of revenue of $463,700.00. These calculations 
are based on 6% of the take to the track and 4% 
to the State. 

Using the same basis of comparison and the same 
percentages and operating under a 5% super-added tax 
at Pimlico, the State of Maryland would have received 
$273,037.00 less than it did from Pimlico this year. 

The Sherbow Commission report, presently being 
considered by the Legislative Council, provides for 
a redistribution of the revenues received by the State 
of Maryland from all racing within its borders. No 
matter whether the Donaldson or Sherbow Commis¬ 
sion rates of taxation are used, the Sherbow Commis¬ 
sion’s method of allocation will give well over $1,000,- 


000 to Baltimore City from the State’s racing revenues 
which will amply compensate it for the services and 
protection furnished to Pimlico. 

It is submitted that it is entirely unreasonable for 
Baltimore City to receive well over $1,000,000 and 
then impose an additional 5% tax on the mutuel play. 
It has been pointed out by the City Council that Bal¬ 
timore City will not receive the money from the 
State until 1948. The postponement of the realization 
of the funds recommended under the Sherbow plan 
of redistribution cannot seriously be considered an 
insurmountable barrier. 

Racing conducted at Pimlico has been and still is 
the finest anywhere in the United States. Over a period 
of years, Pimlico has many times led the country in 
purse distribution in order to secure the best horses 
and contests. Competition from new and old tracks 
alike is increasing steadily and the Pimlico standard 
of racing can only be maintained by its present policy 
of purse distribution. There can be no doubt that 
the high quality of the racing at Pimlico attracts the 
crowds and causes the substantial mutuel play. Rac¬ 
ing at Pimlico is Maryland’s only major sports at¬ 
traction where the top stars of the nation perform. 
It seems inconceivable that races such as the Preak- 
ness, the Dixie, the Pimlico Special and the Pimlico 
Cup should be ruined. 

Contrary to the general impression that the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club made large profits in 1946, it is 
here stated that the Association’s net income (before 
Federal and State income taxes) from racing at Pim¬ 
lico during 1946 came to less than $50,000. Its finan¬ 
cial statements are a matter of public record filed with 
the Maryland Racing Commission. Pimlico has no 
margin of profit to absorb decreased revenues from 
shrinking business brought about by this discrimina¬ 
tory and unfair tax. 

If the 5% tax is super-imposed upon the money 
wagered at Pimlico, this would cause Pimlico to op¬ 
erate at a staggering loss, and bring racing there 
into disgrace. It is entirely p>ossible that no racing 
could be held in Baltimore and the track would be 
forced to close.

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Maryland Racing Scene

All sorts of activity marked the racing 
scene in Maryland during the month of 
November, some of it tending to further 
enhance the reputation of the State for the 
best in Thoroughbred competition and 
some of it indicating that Maryland is torn 
with internal strife and that a thorough 
house-cleaning is in order. 

First of all, let’s look at the good side of 
the picture. Principal item in this respect 
was the highly successful meeting put on by 
the Maryland Jockey Club at the Pimlico 
course. This meeting, although only of 13 
days’ duration, brought into action most of 
the top members of each division of the 
sport and the 16 stake events provided a 
highly interesting and attractive program 
for the patrons. 

Highlights of the meeting were Assault’s 
comeback in the Pimlico Special in which 
he defeated Stymie by a decisive margin; 
Jet Pilot’s score in the Pimlico Futurity and 
the one-two performance of Fervent and 
Faultless in the Walden Stakes for Calumet 
Farm. Polynesian’s victory in the Riggs 
Handicap was another of the fine perform¬ 
ances of the meeting while Sea Snack 
proved her right to the title of a first class 
sprinter by winning the Janney and the 
Ritchie, albeit in the latter she gained first 
money only by a disqualification. 

The distance events, which Pimlico an¬ 
nually features in the fall, brought several 
different runners into the limelight momen¬ 
tarily. Megogo won the Grayson only to 
bow to Hachazo in the Governor Bowie. 
Shortly afterward Megogo so injured him¬ 
self in his stall that it was necessary to 
destroy this valuable member of the stable 
of Mr. and Mrs. Harry Lunger of Wilming¬ 
ton. They race under Christiana stable. 
Miss Grillo came along to win the Ex¬ 
terminator and in the Pimlico Cup Handi¬ 
cap on the closing day Arnold Hanger’s 
Ricco Monte defeated Mill River stable’s 
Miss Grillo, the pair running coupled. 
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Cosmic Missile was the Marguerite win¬ 
ner; Royal Governor accounted for the 
Sagamore; the Heiser went to Kitchen 
Police and Earshot defeated star filly and 
mare rivals in the Lady Baltimore. 

Galley Boy, making a comeback after 
two years’ absence from the races, won the 
Battleship Steeplechase Handicap but in 
the Manly, it was War Battle who proved 
victorious. 

Marked by generally good weather and 
excellent attendance, the Pimlico meeting 
brought an average mutuel play of well 
above a million dollars daily. While this 
sounds large, it did not mean any great 
profits for the association since the daily 
average purse distribution was $40,000. 

Following the Pimlico meeting, the sport 
moved into its concluding 1946 stages 
at Bowie. While many of the larger and 
more important establishments went into 
winter quarters after Pimlico, or shipped 
south and west for racing during the cold 
months, there was no dearth of material 
for the 13 day session at the Southern Mary¬ 
land course and competition was just as 
keen, if not quite on the caliber of that 
staged at the Baltimore strip. 

Another item of importance during the 
month indicating that serious thought is 
being given to the best interests of the sport 
in the State, was an auxiliary report by the 
Donaldson Committee, appointed by the 
Governor to recommend changes in the 
laws governing racing. 

This additional report by the committee 
urged repeal of that section of the law 
which limits the Racing Commission’s ex¬ 
penditures to $20,000 annually. Albert E. 
Donaldson, chairman of the committee, 
pointed out that this sum is entirely inade¬ 
quate in view of the ’’great army” of in¬ 
spectors, veterinarians and guards needed 
under the setup of the receiving barn and 
stimulation tests now provided by the Com¬ 
mission. 

All these employes, along with the Com¬ 
mission steward, have in the past been paid 
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by the various racing associations conduct¬ 
ing meetings under the Commission’s sanc¬ 
tion. Donaldson, in the report, found this 
practice "questionable” when the best in¬ 
terests of racing were considered. 

Under the proposal of the Donaldson 
Committee, the Racing Commission would 
submit a budget, similar to that of other 
State agencies and sufficient money would 
be provided from general funds to enable 
the Commission to operate and pay the em¬ 
ployes it appoints. 

Having previously recommended elimi¬ 
nation of the 15 per cent tax on the net 
revenues of the tracks, the committee fur¬ 
ther recommended that the Racing Com¬ 
mission be stripped of its powers "insofar 
as they extend to the making of rules gov¬ 
erning, restricting or regulating the per¬ 
formance of any service or the sale of any 
article on its premises and to the require¬ 
ment that all contracts and agreements for 
the payment of money and all salaries, fees 
and compensations paid by the licensee 
shall be subject to the approval of the com¬ 
mission.” 

As a safeguard to the State, which shares 
in the pari-mutuel pools, the Commission 
would retain powers to make rules and 
regulations concerning any matter affecting 
the betting. 

The Donaldson Committee’s report was 
assailed by the Maryland Division of the 
H.B.P.A. in a petition filed with the Legis¬ 
lative Council and presented by Vice-Presi¬ 
dent John A. Manfuso. This group sought 
in their plea to that body the allocation of 
50% of the total take, after taxes, at the 
Maryland tracks, for purses and stakes. 
They proposed a division which, on the 
basis of the Donaldson advocated 3 Vs per 
cent tax, and with the "take” at 10%, 
would split the $100,000 received from a 
million dollars bet in the following pro¬ 
portions: to the State, $32,000, to the 
tracks, $34,000 and to purses and stakes, 
$34,000. 


While the Donaldson group considers 
the state has sufficient racing the H.B.P.A. 
suggests raising the limit permitted the 
"milers” at present to 120 days or 150 days, 
instead of 100 days, with two days more 
for each minor track. It is their claim that 
the Donaldson report was "monopolistic,” 
in that it would preclude any more race¬ 
tracks being built in the state. The H.B. 
P. A. feeling is that there should be no 
limitation on the number of tracks al¬ 
lowed, or the hours in which racing is per¬ 
mitted. Donaldson and his group felt that 
Maryland needed no more tracks of any 
kind, and that racing should be conducted 
during the hours of daylight only. A mem¬ 
ber of the delegation urged that at least 
one-third to one-half of the stalls at the 
mile tracks be reserved for Maryland-owned 
horses. 

The H.B.P.A. contested the Donaldson 
recommendation for the removal from the 
law of that section which provided for the 
licensing of a ten-day harness race meeting, 
despite the fact that there has never been 
a request for any such license since the sec¬ 
tion was put into the law some years ago. 
Apparently the H.B.P.A. has misunder¬ 
stood the instructions given the Donaldson 
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Mrs. P. A. B. Widener*s brilliant Polynesian 
winner of the Riggs Handicap. 
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Commission by the Senate Resolution to 
the Governor, these being to bring the 
present laws into 'conformity with modern 
thought,” but not to insert therein the ad¬ 
vocation of any and all recent trends of 
racing such as the twilight racing alluded 
to in the group’s petition. 

The H.B.P.A. further importuned the 
Legislative Council to alter the law in such 
a way that a representative of the State, the 
tracks and the horsemen should comprise 
the Racing Commission. How this would 
be worked out under the present system of 
an appointment every two years, is not 
clarified. These matters, together with the 
results of the many conferences held by the 
Legislative Council with the Sherbow and 
Donaldson committees, the tracks and the 
horsemen, will be considered duly and a 
bill can be expected from the Council that 
will embody its ideas of what should be 
submitted to the Legislature after January 
1. One factor must be borne in mind how¬ 
ever, and that is that few of the Council’s 
important members will return to Annap¬ 
olis next session, and that a "green” legis¬ 
lature, unversed in the background of the 
newly suggested legislation, may take some 
surprising action in regard to our proposed 
new racing law. 

On the other side of the picture, there 
was the threat of a boycott at Bowie, the 
second such threat during the fall. That 
at Laurel was settled by adoption of the 
receiving barn with the Commission taking 
responsibility for the condition of horses. 
At Bowie, however, the Horsemen’s Pro¬ 
tective Association protested the total purse 
distribution and the methods of paying 
awards to grooms, exercise boys and black¬ 
smiths. 

After a conference, the Bowie Associa¬ 
tion agreed to raise its daily average of 
purses from $23,000 to $26,000 daily and 
to pay $20 fees on all horses finishing be¬ 
low fourth without deducting money from 
the winner’s share. Also it was agreed to 
pay the blacksmiths.

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Big Betting Year 

Betting at Maryland race tracks this 
year amounted to $118,537,760, an all- 
time record. 

The total amount bet last year was 
$103,674,485, of which $92,125,212 was 
wagered at the four major tracks in 82 
days of racing, and $11,549,273 at the 
half-mile tracks. 

This year the major tracks had 100 days 
of racing for a total of $101,583,856, mak¬ 
ing 1946 the first year in which more than 
$100,000,000 was bet at the mile tracks, 
while the minor tracks had a total mutuel 
handle of $16,953,904. 

Pimlico had the highest amount bet this 
year with $31,026,986; Havre de Grace 
had $24,674,937; Bowie had $24,097,- 
288, and Laurel had $21,784,645. 

Revenue to the State is expected to top 
$4,000,000 this year, since $3,815,993.37 
was realized last year from the tracks. 

The State will receive $600,000 from 
the major tracks from the daily license fee; 
two per cent of the amount bet, plus the 
"breakage,” which amounts to about three 
quarters of one per cent, and fifteen per 
cent of net revenue. 
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Maryland Loses Fred Leinbach 

Dr. Fred H. Leinbach, Head of the Ani¬ 
mal Husbandry Department and Assistant 
Dean of the College of Agriculture at the 
University of Maryland will become presi¬ 
dent of South Dakota State College of 
Agriculture and Mechanic Arts at Brook¬ 
ings, South Dakota on January 1, 1947. 

Dr. Leinbach was born at Irving, Illinois, 
and was raised in northern Iowa. He at¬ 
tended Iowa State College, receiving the 
degree of Bachelor of Science in 1926. He 
became a member of the staff of Colorado 
State College at Fort Collins, Colorado, 
that same year as Assistant in Animal Hus¬ 
bandry and received the degree of Master 
of Science in the summer of 1927, from 
that institution. Advancing to the rank of 
Associate Professor, Dr. Leinbach remained 
at Colorado State College until 1938. Dur¬ 
ing this time he had charge of all meats 
work and coached the livestock judging 
teams. By 1938 he was in charge of the 
beef cattle herd and the research work with 
meats and sheep. 

In 1936-37, Dr. Leinbach was on leave 
of absence from Colorado State College, 
having been awarded one of the graduate 
fellowships in Agriculture at Cornell Uni¬ 
versity, Ithaca, New York, to pursue gradu¬ 
ate studies for the degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy. This graduate work was com¬ 
pleted in 1940 under the direction of Prof. 
F. B. Morrison, nationally known authority 
on animal nutrition and author of the text¬ 
book ’’Feeds and Feeding.” 

Dr. Leinbach came to Maryland in July 
of 1938, as Professor of Animal Hus¬ 
bandry and became Head of the Depart¬ 
ment on October 1, 1940. Since that time 
he has directed the teaching, research and 
extension activities of the Department and 
supervised the development of the various 
herds and flocks at the University of Mary¬ 
land. 

From June 1943, until December 1944, 
he was on part-time leave from the Uni-

versity of Maryland as Director of the 
National Livestock Conservation Program, 
an industry-financed, government-backed 
effort to reduce livestock losses during the 
war years. 

On July 1, 1946, he assumed additional 
duties as Assistant Dean of Agriculture, in 
which capacity he has supervised the teach¬ 
ing program and the students in the Col¬ 
lege of Agriculture. 

Dr. Leinbach is a member of several 
scientific and educational organizations and 
is President of the National Block and 
Bridle Club, an organization of students 
and faculty members interested in the pro¬ 
motion of the animal production field. He 
is the author of a number of practical bul¬ 
letins and scientific articles on animal pro¬ 
duction and nutrition. 

Under his leadership at the University 
of Maryland the interest in the Animal 
Husbandry field has greatly increased as 
shown by the steady rise in the enrollment 
in the classes of the Department. The 
quality of the flocks and herds has increased 
and the facilities for teaching and research 
are greater. Dr. Leinbach will be greatly 
missed by the students, his associates at the 
University of Maryland, the livestock 
breeders of the State and his many friends 
to whom he is always willing to give help¬ 
ful advice. The best wishes of all of these 
groups go with him to his new position.

Trainers' Bulletin 

The annual meeting of the American 
Trainers’ Association was held in the din¬ 
ing room of the Old Club House at Pimlico, 
Baltimore, Maryland, Tuesday, November 
12th 1946, following dinner at six P. M. 
The meeting was called to order by John 
M. Gaver, the President. 

The roll of members was called by Janon 
Fisher, Jr., the Secretary, forty being pres- 
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ent in person and thirty-eight by proxy. 
Mr. Fisher read the minutes of the last an¬ 
nual meeting, which were adopted as read. 
Mr. Fisher also read his report as Treasurer, 
which was approved. 

The annual report of the President was 
then made as follows: 

"As is the custom the President at the annual meet¬ 
ing is expected to give a brief review of the associa¬ 
tion’s activities during the year now drawing to a 
close. 

"I think that we can point with pride to the accom¬ 
plishment of having a declaratory judgment rendered 
in our favor in a suit before Judge Emory H. Niles 
here in Baltimore, in which the American Trainers’ 
Association was the Plaintiff and tile Maryland Racing 
Commission was the Defendant. As you will recall 
the suit had to do with the very controversial Rule 
No. 146A of the Maryland Racing Commission, the 
sense of which was that evidence of stimulation was 
conclusive proof of the guilt of the Trainer and that 
the Trainer must be suspended. In obtaining this judg¬ 
ment in our favor the way was opened for the at¬ 
torneys for several of our members who were involved

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in the very unfortunate situation that arose here at 
Pimlico last Fall to proceed to obtain favorable verdicts 
for their clients. It also established the fact that a 
Trainer cannot be punished unless guilt or negligence 
can be definitely proven. 

"I am happy to report that at long last and after 
rather aggravating delays the New York racing asso¬ 
ciations have appointed a standing committee of horse¬ 
men to represent the horsemen during the New York 
racing seasons. The committee is composed of Preston 
Burch, Bill Winfrey and Johnny Theall. At our 1945 
annual meeting I told you that plans for such a com¬ 
mittee had been suggested to the New York tracks. 
This committee will act as a clearing house for sug¬ 
gestions and complaints coming from the horsemen 
and will in time create closer cooperation between the 
track operators and the Trainers. We shall endeavor 
to have similar committees appointed in other States. 

’That there is an increasing amount of confidence 
being placed in our organization and a stronger desire 
for closer cooperation with us is shown by the fact 
that more and more our views are sought not only by 
the racing associations, but also by Racing Commissions 
in New York, Maryland and Kentucky, who, during 
1946, consulted with us on several most important 
subjects. 

"I reiterate that I am more than ever certain the 
policy that this association has followed in the past, 
and is following today, is a correct one. It is admittedly 
a long range policy, a policy that emphasizes the fu¬ 
ture and not the present or the past. We must believe 
that racing will continue indefinitely, assuming that it 
is good racing; and in this belief we will continue to 
discuss our problems and to interchange ideas with 
the racing associations and commissions throughout 
the country.” 

The election of three directors, the three 
year terms of Messrs. Burch, Fitzsimmons 
and Skinner (who served the remaining 
two years of Mr. Gaither’s term) having 
expired, was then taken up. Nominations 
were called for. Messrs. Burch, Fitzsim¬ 
mons, Skinner, Woolfe, Bryson, Bostwick 
and Headley were nominated. The secret 
ballot taken resulted in the election of 


Messrs. Burch, Fitzsimmons and Bostwick. 

There being no further business the 
meeting was adjourned. 

Following the general meeting, the 
Board of Directors met. Present in person 
were: Messrs. Gaver, Burch, Mulholland, 
Healey, Christmas, McKinney and Bost¬ 
wick. Present by proxie, Messrs. Fitzsim¬ 
mons and Jones. Also present were Janon 
Fisher, Jr., Secretary-Treasurer, and 
George G. Wheeler, Assistant Secretary. 

The following officers were re-elected 
for the ensuing year: John M. Gaver, 
President; John A. Healey, Vice-President; 
Janon Fisher, Jr., Secretary-Treasurer; and 
George G. Wheeler, Assistant Secretary. 

Messrs. Horatio A. Luro; H. C. Allnut, 
Jr.; Louis E. Stoddard, Jr., and Sylvester 
Veitch, were elected to membership.

T. R. A. Meeting 

Judge James E. Dooley, of Narragan- 
sett Park, and Spencer F. Drayton, of the 
T.R.P.B., officially took over the reins of 
Thoroughbred Racing Associations, Inc., 
on December 3 at a gala gathering of turf 
personalities which filled the grand ball¬ 
room of the Hotel Plaza. Elected during 
the afternoon as president and executive 
secretary, respectively, of this important 
organization, both were formally intro¬ 
duced to the gathering by the out-going 
president, Henry Parr III, who had held 
that post for the last three years. 

Parr, after giving a brief resume of the 
work accomplished by T.R.A. during the 
1946 season, spoke of the fine performance 
of Alex Robb, retiring executive secretary, 
who will shortly assume an as yet un¬ 
announced managerial position with the 
Westchester Racing Association. The 
speakers representing T.R.A. were followed 
by Senator Millard E. Tydings, long a firm 
friend of racing, who emphasized the vital 
importance of self-government within the 
sport. 

Accepting the presidency of this body of 
control, which numbers practically every 
American racing association among its 
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members. Judge Dooley said that an in¬ 
coming official had no report to make, but 
that he was well aware that there was a 
hard job ahead.” 

The Judge declared that he was encour¬ 
aged by the interest displayed by the mem¬ 
bership, as evidenced by the presence at the 
annual meeting and dinner of thirty-two of 
the thirty-five associations affiliated. 

Spencer Drayton’s speech was brief and 
to the point. The new executive secretary, 
who, however, will retain his position as 
chief of the Thoroughbred Racing Protec¬ 
tive Bureau, said that he had begun his 
duties a little less than a year ago with this 
newly-formed organization—that he knew 
little or nothing of racing at the start, but 
that he had put the last twelve months to 
good purpose, and was confident the T.R.- 
P.B. had proved its value to the sport. 

Senator Tydings began his address in 
the familiar after dinner tradition of 
Chauncey Depew, but it was not long be¬ 
fore the large audience of turf personalities 
realized that this distinguished political fig¬ 
ure, from a State that has traditionally nour¬ 
ished the Thoroughbred, intended far more 
than post-prandial pleasantries. The sena¬ 
tor recalled that, as Speaker of the House 
in Maryland, he had defended the sport a 
quarter of a century ago, when there was a 
grave danger of its abolition. At that time, 
legalized racing existed in Kentucky and 
Maryland alone and hostile forces very 
nearly succeeded in banning it through the 
State legislatures. 

'The sport of Thoroughbred racing has 
come a long way since those precarious 
days,” Senator Tydings said, ”and it is now 
a generally recognized sport throughout 
the country, and, in addition, an important 
private business.” He said that he strongly 
urged "self-government of racing,” especi¬ 
ally now that it has become such a com¬ 
plex structure. 

"More and more,” the Senator continued, 
"the tendency is for State government to 
encroach on the conduct of private business 
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and the most effective way to combat this 
is for private business to give government 
no legitimate grounds for interference. 

"The State,” Senator Tydings said, "Has 
nothing to do with the operation of race 
tracks, but has a duty to regulate them.” 
It was the senator’s point of view that 
those two functions should be kept distinct, 
and that the best way to do this is through 
constant vigilance. 

Discussing the problem of taxation of 
racing. Senator Tydings said that while the 
sport should realize that it is a legitimate 
subject for taxation, he was definitely op¬ 
posed to any increase over the existing 
rates. "Taxation,” he observed humorously, 
"Is the art of plucking the goose without 
making him squawk! Many legislators, 
either ignorant of racing or hostile to it, 
believe that increasing taxes can be im¬ 
posed indefinitely,” the Senator said, but he 
added that these politicians ignore the law 
of diminishing returns. 

At the next meeting of the l^islature in 
Maryland, Senator Tydings sJid the tax 
issue is certain to rise again, but he de¬ 
clared that he believed the best interests 
of state and sport alike would be served 
by maintaining taxation at its current level. 


Concluding an address that touched on 
almost every aspect of the Thoroughbred 
sport. Senator Tydings said, as a warning, 
"Unfortunately there are at present too 
many race tracks in operation.” In his point 
of view, there are just not enough good 
horses to justify what is now an excessive 
number of tracks. 

"The sport, the attendance, the putses, 
and the play all deteriorate under these 
conditions, and, as it is the function of the 
T.R.A. to regulate other features of racing, 
so that body should strive to limit any ex¬ 
pansion that could be regarded as a mush¬ 
room growth,” he added. 

The Senator’s final word to the gather¬ 
ing was to confess that his life-long am¬ 
bition has been to breed a colt and race the 
youngster in his own colors. Unfortu¬ 
nately,” he said, "It takes more money to 
race horses than I’ve ever been able to 
earn.” 

Included in the gathering of 250, all 
intimately connected with the turf, were 
representatives of many State Racing Com¬ 
missions, The Jockey Club, track owners 
and officials, turfwriters from all regions 
where racing is conducted, trainers of 
nationally important stables, the H.B.P.A. 
and the Jockeys Guild.

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Maryland-bred Bonus Payments 

That Maryland breeders have been well 
supported by the race tracks of the state in 
the matter of breeders’ bonus payments is 
indicated by a study of the figures in con¬ 
nection with these payments. In all, the 
four mile tracks and five minor tracks paid 
out $40,420 to breeders of winners of open 
races that were bred in Maryland. Pimlico 
gave away $1200 to the breeders of the 
winners of its 12 Maryland-bred races, this 
award being in addition to the purse, to 
which was added $100 for the breeder of 
the winner. Havre de Grace was the great¬ 
est contributor to the breeders’ welfare, 
with $9,750 paid out, Bowie being next in 
line with a payment of $8,750. In third 
place came Laurel with $7,000 while Pim¬ 
lico’s contribution was $6,500. 

Bonus payments are made in the amount 
of $250 on purses whose value to the win¬ 
ner is up to $2500; where the value to the 
winner exceeds $2500 in any race, the 
bonus payable is $500. This year, follow¬ 
ing action by the Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission, bonus payments in the amount of 
10% of the purse were ordered at the 
minor tracks. Here Timonium led with a 
distribution of $2100, being followed by 
Hagerstown, $1820; Marlboro, $1700; 
Bel Air, $1680 and Cumberland, $1620. 
Bonus payments are not required in Mary¬ 
land-bred races, of which there were ap¬ 
proximately 50 at the mile tracks and a 
dozen or more at the minor affairs. 

No less than 77 individual breeders par¬ 
ticipated in the Breeders’ Award distribu¬ 
tion. First on the list stands the name of 
Sylvester W. Labrot, Jr., of Hacketts Point 
Farm, Annapolis, whose bank account was 
enriched by $3,320 by the performance of 
the horses bred at his own farm, together 
with one or two bred on the place when 
it was a part of the old Holly Beach Farm 
estate of the late S. W. Labrot. In second 
place was the state s largest breeder. In the 
point of acreage and number of mares, 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt, of Sagamore Farm, 
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Glyndon. Mr. Vanderbilt bred winners 
who earned him $3,140 in breeders’ 
awards. 

In third place on the list stands the vet¬ 
eran breeder, Janon Fisher, operator of 
The Caves, Eccleston, for more than a 
quarter of a century, and former President 
of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion. Mr. Fisher received $2,090 in awards 
from the state’s racetracks. Close behind 
the Fisher standing, in fourth place, comes 
Mrs. Robert H. Heighe, whose Thorough¬ 
breds, raised on her Prospect Hill Stud, 
near Bel Air, earned for their breeder the 
sum of two thousand dollars, earned by 
seven winning races. Summarizing, we

Horses which are, as far as we know, still 
alive, but which have left Maryland, in¬ 
clude Dauber, Morgil, Impound, Briarlet, 
Vincentive, Ebony Ace, and Laugh Clown. 
Petee-Wrack, Ponty and Oceanic have 
died. Thus it appears that eleven sires have 
left us, to balance which loss we have ac¬ 
quired four substitutes. These include the 
Belmont Stakes winner Peace Chance, 
whose get have won over a million dollars, 
and whose fee will be $500; Charing 
Cross, who has been responsible for a high 
percentage of winners, despite his very 
limited opportunities and who returns to 
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his first Maryland home after some seasons 
in Pennsylvania and stands at $200; 
Director J. E., stakes winning son of 
♦Sickle and Dead Reckoning, by Man o’ 
War, who will make his first season at 
Private Contract, and Beau of Mine, son of 
♦Cohort and Baba Kenny by Black Servant, 
who also stands at Private Contract and 
recently came to Maryland after a season 
in Pennsylvania. 

Peace Chance, first really proven sire to 
come to Maryland in some years, and owned 
by a syndicate consisting of the William 
Labrots, the Danny Sheas and Ray Bryson, 
will be located, as will Janet N. Kelly’s 
Beau of Mine, at Merryland Farm, Hyde. 
Charing Cross, now the property of Roy 
McClarin, will stand at the Myers & Sa¬ 
portas Inverness Farm, while Director J. E. 
will join ♦Abbe Pierre at the Elray Farm 
of his owner, Ray Bryson. If there are any 
other changes in the stallion position, we 
should like to know of them. 

“Horse of the Year" 

The annual poll of turf writers through¬ 
out the country sponsored by Turf & Sport 
Digest, of Baltimore, reveals that the Horse 
of the Year, in the opinion of the majority, 
is the three-year-old champion. Assault, 
who was also the unanimous choice of 174 
sports writers for honors in his age division. 
The Maryland Horse’s choice. Armed, 
was a distant second for top honors, though 
he easily outdistanced Stymie and Lucky 
Draw in the handicap field. Honeymoon 
and Bridal Flower finished second and third 
to Assault in the three-year-old division. As 
in the older group, our choice here lay with 
the majority. 

Among the juveniles. First Flight was a 
standout in the fillies, with Miss Kimo and 
Pipette next in line (we had the latter pair 
in reverse order). Education (our choice) 
was a handy winner over Double Jay, with 
Cosmic Bomb tieing Jet Pilot for third 
place, where w'e had placed Blue Border. 
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Assumed Names 

The recent raising of the registration fee 
for assumed names in Maryland to $50 (in 
New York it is $100) has drawn attention 
to this rule which has been in the local 
Rules of Racing for many years. The Rac¬ 
ing Commission plans on enforcing this 
rule strictly in the future, and also requir¬ 
ing registration and licensing of all owners, 
a move put into effect in New York a few 
years ago. Maryland horsemen who breed 
Thoroughbreds on their farms, and who 
like to race under the names of their farms, 
have raised a point with the Breeders’ Asso¬ 
ciation, claiming that as long as their farms 
are owned by legitimate Maryland tax¬ 
payers, said citizens should not be penal¬ 
ized when the products of the farms are 
run under the farm names. This is a mat¬ 
ter that will require clarification by the 
Racing Commission. 

The reason for a high license fee for the 
privilege of racing horses in any other name 
than that of the owner is simply to discour¬ 
age the procedure. In the past men who 
would have been unwelcome in racing un¬ 
der their own names have used the camou- 
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flage of a stable name to hide their owner¬ 
ship, or part ownership of race horses. It 
is planned that by registration of owner¬ 
ship and discouraging the use of assumed 
names, the public, which supports racing, 
will be assured that only reputable citizens 
will be allowed to race in the state. Perhaps 
an exception in the shape of a moderate 
registration fee for an assumed name, when 
it is that of a recognized Maryland horse- 
breeding farm, might be the solution. Cer¬ 
tainly, any man who uses any name other 
than his own should pay something for the 
privilege. Of course, where horses are 
owned by a corporation of any kind, the 
corporation name is not considered as an 
assumed name, inasmuch as it is the cor¬ 
poration, not the individual members there¬ 
of, which owns the horses. 

Another Fire at Bowie 

A fire which swept through Barn 12 at 
Bowie on the night of November 17 de¬ 
stroyed the 3-year-old filly Pigeon Hill, a 
stable pony, and caused injuries to the horse 
Abrazo and Albatross. On March 30, when 
a fire destroyed Barn 23 at the track, 20 
Thoroughbreds and a pony were lost. 

Pigeon Hill, bred and owned by R. Roy 
McClarin, is a daughter of Charing Cross 
and Fore Isus, by Frisius, and had won a 
race this season. The stable pony, owned 
by Mrs. George Saportas, had run back into 
the fire after being led from his stall. 

Quick action by stable hands probably 
prevented a fire of more sizable proportions 
as there were about 1,000 horses quartered 
in the stable area. Calls were answered by 
fire fighting companies from 14 communi¬ 
ties in Prince George’s County, but the lack 
of an adequate water system required fire¬ 
men to pump water from a creek almost 
2,000 feet away. During the frenzied ef¬ 
forts to control the fire about fifty horses 
ran wildly about the area after having been 
released from their stalls. It was several 
hours after the fire had been extinguished 
before all of the horses were corralled. 
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Credit for leading most of the horses to 
safety went to Holman Slusher, a stable 
boy; James Walsh, an exercise boy; and 
Paige C. Stevenson, a trainer. 

Maryland Horsemen and Officials 
for Sunshine Park 

Many Marylanders and others, not na¬ 
tives but long identified with the sport in 
this State, are to journey to Tampa, Florida, 
this Winter where a 50-day inaugural meet¬ 
ing will be held at picturesque Sunshine 
Park. The session begins January 15. It is 
being sponsored by M. Russell Dock, wide¬ 
ly known owner, and C. C. "Milo Vega, 
former member of the Florida Racing Com¬ 
mission and prominent Tampa attorney 
long interested in bringing about a revival 
of racing on the West Coast. 

Marylanders will be in the stewards 
stand, and William M. Shewbridge, who 
needs no local introduction as a racing 
secretary and official, will head the racing 
department. He has selected able men, 
some of whom are Marylanders—such as 
J. V. O’Conor—and others who are 
familiar figures in the racing secretary’s 
offices hereabouts, to man his office. Shew¬ 
bridge held down the role of racing secre¬ 
tary this past Summer at Cumberland, 
Hagerstown, Timonium and Marlboro. 

Fred H. Parks will be presiding steward 
and one of his conferees will be James F. 
Milton, one of the really "old timers’’ in 
racing. Acknowledged the dean of Ameri¬ 
can starters, Milton dispatches fields at all 
major Maryland tracks. He has for years 
made his home in Baltimore although 
Texas-born. 

A native of Timonium, Parks worked the 
Maryland circuit many years under the 
watchful eye and astute guidance of Frank

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Horse and Mule Association Meets 

Members of the Horse and Mule Associ¬ 
ation of America, Inc., from some 20 
states met in their 27th annual meeting at 
the Palmer House, Chicago, Illinois, De¬ 
cember 4, 1946, and had an enthusiastic, 
well attended meeting, which lasted all 

At the opening business session, follow¬ 
ing the routine reports by officers, directors 
were elected. R. U. Carr of Buffalo, New 
York, and Geo. R. Bridge of Chicago, Illi¬ 
nois, were re-elected. Fred H. Cook of 
Beaver, Penna., Arthur F. Hopkins of 
Rockford, Ill., Harry Heck of California, 
Mo., and Robert J. Kleberg of Kingsville, 
Tex. were new directors elected. 

A. L. Goodenough of Morrison, Illinois 
spoke on the future use of work horses on 
farms, and predicted that while tractors 
were widely used now on a great many corn 
belt farms, horses would continue to have an 
important place in agriculture as they were 
needed for a multitude of light jobs such 
as repairing or building fence, plowing 
farm gardens, corn cultivating, mowing 
and raking hay, which is distinctly a two 
horse job, corn planting, and pulling equip¬ 
ment to various places on the farm when 
it is muddy, a situation which very often 
confronts corn belt farmers. 

John E. Clark, Field Representative, 
Maryland Srate Fair Board, Bel Air, Mary¬ 
land, told of the development of children’s 
riding clubs in Maryland which were grow¬ 
ing inro very imporrant character building, 
^^Qjxjixiuniry building mediums for children 
and rheir parents. Ponies are used for the 
small children, and children in their reens 
are mounted on horses appropriare to their 
size and experience. He said thar it was not 
at all uncommon to have 75 children in 
a single chapter in individual communiries 
and that the movement was growing very 
rapidly, and doing a great deal of good. 

John O. Williams of Virginia, who is on 
the staff of UNRRA, told of his experience 
in Ireland, England and Denmark this year 
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^^RESPINGO, owned and imported by Abram 
S. Hewitt and Gas Ring, and winner of Bowie's 
Lynch Memorial Handicap. 



purchasing horses for distribution by 
UNRRA in Poland and Czechoslovakia. 
He said the Irish Cob, standing about 15 
hands and weighing from 900 to 1200 
pounds was really an under-sized draft 
horse with much finish in head, neck and 
shoulders, and had proved to be a very 
much liked horse wherever used. In Eng¬ 
land they bought some heavier horses of 
Shire and Suffolk breeding, which were 
sent to Poland and Czechoslovakia and in 
Denmark where they bought the largest 
number of horses, they acquired a great 
many grade draft horses of the Jutland 
breed, which are somewhat like a small 
Beligan horse. When asked why they were 
buying horses abroad when the United 
States had a surplus for sale, Mr. Williams 
responded that the three countries named 
were contributors to UNRRA, and they 
wanted to pay off their contributions in 
supplies, including horses, and that the cost 
of the horses shipped from this country 
was about the same as prices paid in Ire¬ 
land, England and Denmark, when the 
difference in freight from interior points 
in the United States to Seaboard, plus 
cargo costs across the Atlantic, plus the ex¬ 
pense of shipping them from various Euro- 
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pean ports to the ultimate destination, when 
the difference in loss was taken into ac¬ 
count, as the loss on horses shipped from 
the United States overseas was consider¬ 
ably more than the losses incurred in ship¬ 
ping horses from Ireland, England or Den¬ 
mark because the movement was so much 
shorter. 

Leading horsemen and breeders present 
were inrroduced just before the recess for 
luncheon. 

After luncheon, Harry D. Linn, Secre¬ 
tary of Agriculture for Iowa, reviewed 
briefly what is being done to show draft 
horses in harness hitched to carts at many 
leading shows in Iowa, and recommended 
that this be adopted in many other shows 
as it had proved to be an extremely popular 
feature. 

Charles W. Green of Moberly, Missouri 
delivered a comprehensive address on rid¬ 
ing horses kept for pleasure use, and John 
A. Gorman of Laramie, Wyoming gave 
a practical address on riding horses—the 
kind cattle ranchers want. Both of these 
will be given publication. 

At the regular meeting of the Board of 
Directors, following adjournment of the 
members’ meeting, Louis E. Stoddard, New 
York, N. Y., was re-elected as President and 
Robert J. Kleberg, President of the King 
Ranch, Kingsville, Texas, (widely known 
all over the world because of his owner¬ 
ship of Assault, the leading race horse of 
1946) was elected as first Vice-President. 
Ira Drymon of Lexington, Kenmcky was 
re-elected Second Vice-President; F. L. 
Morrow of New Britain, Conn., was re¬ 
elected Treasurer; and Wayne Dinsmore, 
who has been Secretary for the past 27 
years, was re-elected as Secretary for an¬ 
other three year term.

The Maryland Horse endeavors to 
cover insofar as it is able, the many horse 
events of all kinds that are held in the state, 
or elsewhere, if Maryland horses are par¬ 
ticipating. Unfortunately we have been un¬ 
able, for lack of space, or other reasons, to 
keep up with these events as they took 
place, and the season has terminated with 
numerous show notes piled up on the edi¬ 
torial desk that have not been given space 
in the magazine. As a final shows report we 
shall try to give a brief coverage to as many 
of these affairs as space permits.

The veteran of many shows, 
Katherine Ridout’s owner-ridden Quin- 
tillian, took hunter championship honors 
for Anne Arundel County, with another 
local favorite, Mrs. Genie Tucker’s Dusty 
Bay, reserve. George Dawson’s Playboy 
was made jumper champion, over Senator 
Joseph A. Wilmer’s Gus. The popular 
Southern Maryland Senator, whose present 
illness is regretted by his many friends, 
won the Thoroughbred broodmare class. 

A popular late Fall show is the Jerusalem 
Hunt event, run on the William D. Amoss 
estate near Bel Air. Despite heavy rains for 
days before the show, with consequent 
heavy going, many excellent performances 
were registered by both ponies and horses.

The greatest Lexington Fall Sales in his¬ 
tory attracted many Maryland horsemen, 
with some forty head of Thoroughbreds of 
all ages being purchased by the state’s rep¬ 
resentatives. The market at Keeneland 
stayed as strong to the end as it was at the 
beginning, though prices and general qual¬ 
ity of the offerings were both lower on the 
last two days. Most notable Maryland pur¬ 
chases was that grand looking stallion 
Peace Chance, knocked down to the bid of 
Humphrey S. Finney, who acted as agent 
for a syndicate consisting of Mr. & Mrs. 
William H. Labrot, of Holly Beach Farm, 
Annapolis; Mr. 8c Mrs. Danny Shea, of 
Merryland Farm, Hyde, and G. Ray Bry¬ 
son of Elray Farm, Kingsville. Peace 
Chance, who cost the syndicates $17,000, 
will stand at the Merryland Farm of the 
Sheas at $500 for the season of 1947. 

G. Ray Bryson was the largest buyer 
from the point of numbers, he purchasing 
both broodmares and yearlings, 11 being 
knocked down to the astute impresario of 
Bel Air. Harry Isaacs added a couple of 
mares to his Brookfield Farm band, these 
being intended as mates for the speedy 
Brookfield at a later date. Charles E. Nel¬

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The Editor's Saddle-Bag 

The Saddle-bag, not having been emptied 
in a couple of months, is jammed with notes 
at this point, and space to record them is 
limited. The Editor has travelled many 
miles during that period, and many points 
have been visited, the highlights of which 
we shall be able to touch. 

September 14 & 15 were spent at 
Hagerstown, where Pres Howard and his 
energetic horse show group have built up 
a wonderfully fine showgrounds and have 
developed one of the best shows in the area. 
Dan Lenehan, capable Irish horseman, was 
our associate in the judging of hunters and 
jumpers, so it was a pleasant visit. Entries 
were good and crowds also. 

September 27 & 28 were spent in Cin¬ 
cinnati, where the Editor went to repre¬ 
sent the Breeders’ Association at the meet¬ 
ing of the National Association of 
Thoroughbred Clubs. A fine representa¬ 
tion of the groups from Louisville, Ohio, 
Lexington and Tennessee was on hand, with 
Virginia and Maryland featured as onlook¬ 
ers. A visit to the meet of the Camargo 
Hounds, which we had not seen since its 
inception nearly twenty years ago, was most 
interesting. More than once, in those days, 
the Editor had to lay the drag for Camargo 
on one horse, return to kennels and go 
over the line again as whip on another. Got 
back in time for a brief look at the well at¬ 
tended Maryland Pony Show, which drew 
tremendous entries, and great attendance. 

A sale at Belmont Park, where three or 
four head were purchased and shipped to 
Maryland, took us to New York October 4, , 
w'ith a quick return to serve as judge-an¬ 
nouncer-ringmaster combined at the Fred¬ 
erick Fair Horse Show, along with Mary¬ 
land’s David Harum of the Classic name, 
Augustus Riggs III. Weekly visits to Col¬ 
lege Park, where we have about the largest 
group yet to take the Light Horse Produc¬ 
tion course, have kept us busy on Tuesdays 
all Fall, and will continue to do so up to 
Spring.

Horse shows are many in Maryland in 
the Fall, two we recently visited were 
somewhat different from the run-of-the- 
mine lot, these being the Humane Society’s 
affair, where we had several classes to judge 
for the youngsters who ride there each week, 
and the McDonogh Novice Show, in which 
only horses, riders and ponies which had 
never won a blue ribbon could compete. 
Both shows went off well and drew an en¬ 
thusiastic group of riders. Naturally the 
class of entrants at the novice affair were 
not up to the class usually found at the 
Maryland shows, but it was a fine means of 
encouraging the younger and more imma¬ 
ture riders. It is hoped to make the affair 
an annual fixture, which is all to the good. 

Preparation of the catalogue of the Fall 
Sales took up many a long hour, night and 
day, and somewhat restricted activities in 
late September and October, but time was 
taken out for the Remount Sale at Front 
Royal, which was a great affair. Here some 
I60-odd horses averaged close on to a 
thousand dollars apiece. The crowd was 
immense, with representation from about 
half the states in the union. Never were 
more hunter dealers collected in one spot. 
The country is horse hungry, and the popu¬ 
lace has the money to buy horses with. 

October 26 we spent at McDonogh, 
where the final horse show of the season 
was held. This was really an exhibition of 
the best ponies, horses and riders in each 
division of the Association of Maryland 
Horse Shows set-up, and almost all invited 
were present. The affair, which was in 
charge of a group of the Association’s 
members, operating together with "Doc” 
Lamborn’s faculty, was a full day’s pro¬ 
gramme, and included some good horse 
and pony races and was topped off with a 
first class feed, at night at the school. This 
was prepared under the eagle eye of George 
Edel, and was enjoyed by the large group 
who attended it, as was the ensuing dance. 
The various trophies won by the leading 
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horses, ponies and riders were presented by 
Henry A. Dentry, President of the group 
after the dinner. It is hoped that this affair 
will be held along similar lines annually. 

Visits were made to Laurel during Octo¬ 
ber, where a good meeting was held, de¬ 
spite many troubles and tribulations of all 
sorts. Attendance at Pimlico was regular 
during early November, and there were two 
very successful sales of horses-in-training 
and yearlings were held November 4 and 
5. The racing was heightened by some fine 
contests in the numerous stakes offered, 
which drew the best horses in training. Not 
soon will Assault’s win in the Special be 
forgotten—nor Arcaro’s riding. The Man¬ 
ly and the Battleship, too, were fine jump¬ 
ing races. Jet Pilot’s Futurity was a grand 
race to watch also. 

A good sale of breeding stock was held 
at Timonium, where we have a great set-up 
for sales and shows, November 4. Report 
of this appeared in our last issue. Novem¬ 
ber 10 found us at Red Bank, New Jersey, 
where we had the somewhat sad task of ap¬ 
praising the bloodstock of our former mem¬ 
ber for many years and good friend the 
late W. W. Vaughan. At the Vaughan 
farm we found a cracking good lot of wean¬ 
lings and yearlings, almost all by Neddie, 
who is in rare bloom for his age. 

On November 13 we entrained for 
Toronto, to judge Thoroughbred breeding 
stock at the famous Royal Winter Fair. 
Train connection becoming fouled up, we 
had to fly from Buffalo, a matter of 35 
minutes to our destination, as against three 
or four hours. Had a good day at the Fair, 
with fine stallion and broodmare classes to 
work on. Then spent a delightful evening 
with the veteran ’’Hughey” Wilson at the 
night horse show, where Maryland’s Betty 
Bosley was exhibiting the Maryland-bred 
and former Bosley owned jumper Prince 
Tex for Vernon Cardy, of Montreal. Re¬ 
turned by plane next day, in a matter of 
five hours.
